a new president. 
Fulbright said it takes too long 
for an outgoing president to hand 
over the reins to a new one. 
The Arkansas Democrat told re­ 
porters that uncertainties confront­ 
ing the country between the elec­ 
tion of Dwight D. 'Eisenhower on 
Nov. 4 and his inaugration as presi­ 
dent next Jan. 20 show the need 
for a change in the Constitution to 
shorten the time. 
He also reiterated that bt favors 
a moratorium on any political at­

hower. 
"I think the Democrats ought to 
give him a chance to show what 
he can do.” he said. 
Fulbright is the man who said in 
1946, when the Republicans won 
control of Congress, that President 
Truman should resign.

“ You need a little time to effect 
the transfer of administrations, and 
certatinly not less than 30 days. 
Even shortening the interval to the 
first of the year would be better.”

on the Yoke, at the northern tip 
of Sniper. 
From that stronghold, the Reds 
again and again have sprung at­ 
tacks and spewed reinforcements 
forcing the ROKs off Pinpoint. 
Close-quarter fighting raged al­ 
so on Little Finger Ridge, east of 
Pinpoint. 


Sheriff Kills I

A coroner’s jury held 
that Mc­ 
Call acted in defense of his life.

1. Tftie director of the Kishinev 
winery says bew ailed three years 
for his truck tQjbe repaired. Then 
he found that it had been "canni­ 
balized”—stripped of parts to re­ 
pair other trucks. 
2. A ZIS5 truck, of the Kishinev 
Truzenik collective, was delivered 
Truzhenik collective, was delivered 
to a repair plant July 7 last year 
still waiting its turn although in 
the meantime 6.938 rubles—nom% 
inaljy about $1,744—had been paid 
in advance for repairs. 
Customers Impatient 
The situation is so bad, says the 
State Department, even Russians 
are becoming impatient. 
The customers of 
the govern­ 
ment-run automotive repair plant 
at Kishinev, capital of the Moldav­ 
ian Soviet Republic, finally com­ 
plained. 
The situation was set 
forth in detail in a 
copy 
of the 
newspaper Soviet Moldavia 
re­ 
ceived by the State Department. 


A year ago the Literary Gazette 
of Moscow was complaining about 
difficulties ow’ners of private cars 
in Soviet Russia were finding in 
having the simplest repairs made. 
Wait Three Years 
The Kishinev newspaper thus 
quoted the director of the win­ 
ery: 
"They were telling us all the 
time that as soon as they receive 
new parts they would repair the 
truck. 
Finally, we found that all 
that was left of our truck was the 
frame and part of the body. We 
had to file a complaint with the 
republic organizations. And only 
then did the director of the plant, 
Co rn r a d e 
Artemyev, begin to 
search for another truck to give 
us in exchange. It is possible that 
in three years the plant did not 
receive the parts they need tc re­ 
pair our truck.” 
The Soviet newspaper repo ted 
that the Stakhanovites, or pace 
setters, at the plant wrote the 
Moldavian 
minister 
of 
motor 
transport. 
He replied atter de­ 
lay that it was all true but de­ 
fended the managemen., accord­ 
ing to the papet, which added that 
three months later "nothing has 
been done.”

Tragedy Claims 
Soldiers Coming

port plane plowed into a Korean 
mountain yesterday killing 44 per­ 
sons, including 37 soldiers and the 
plane’s crew of seven. The soldiers 
were being returned to Korea after 
short rest leaves in Japan. 
No one aboard the C119 Flying 
Boxcar escaped death, 
an 
Air 
Force spokesman said. 
Worst of War 
It was the first crash of a trans­ 
port flying soldiers back from rec­ 
reation 
leaves, 
the spokesm an 
said, “ and to my knowledge, it is 
the worst transport disaster in this 
theater since the war began.” 
A search party reported from the 
scene that the t r a n s p o r t had 
burned, 
but it 
was 
not clear 
whether the plane caught fire be­ 
fore or after the crash. 
It sm ashed into a “V” shaped 
junction of two mountain ridge* 
about 2,200 feet high. The area, 30 
miles east of Seoul, is so rough 
that helicopters can not land. 
The search party is bringing the 
bodies out on foot. Hovering heli­ 
copters 
dropped stretchers 
and 
ether supplies. 
Hidden By Clouds 
The plane was last heard from 
at 2:40 p. rn., Friday, when its pilot 
reported to the Seoul control tow er 
he was coming in for a routine 
landing. 
Air Force spokesmen said A ort 
were scattered clouds at 1,300 feet 
—1,000 feet below the crest of the 
ridges—and it was possible

said they w ere laid off because of 
a normal curtailm ent of work. But 
the federation claimed the em­ 
ployes were fired for union 
ac­ 
tivities and that seniority was ig­ 
nored.

audit report, Skaug directed at­ 
tention to the purchase of co-in­ 
surance for some city buildings, 
and to purchases of some equip­ 
m ent for city 
utilities 
without 
taking bids. 
“I believe 
that 
formal 
bids 
should be called for on this type 
of purchase even though only one 
brand may be specified for use in 
the utility,” Skaug recommended. 
Revenues Increase 
Actual revenues to the city for 
the past fiscal year totaled $771,- 
806.83. This was $72.377.66 in ex­ 
cess of actual expenditures, which 
totaled $699,429.17. 
The city received $43,776.91 in 
revenue more than anticipated and 
spent $28,600.75 less than 
esti­ 
mated to establish the $72,377.66 
figure in excess of revenue. 
M ajor sources of revenue were

Behind Iron Curtain 
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Delta County Voter Selected 
Winning Candidates Since 1932

Delta County voters have turn­ 
ed in a majority for the winning 
candidate 
in 
every presidential 
election since 1932, figures from 
past official vote canvasses re­ 
veal. 
As in the nation, the Democratic 
plurality in Delta County has been 
decreasing since 1936, 
and 
this 
year Delta voters switched to give 
the Republican candidate plurali­ 
ty of 567 votes. 
The state is two behind Delta 
County in giving the plurality to 
the winning presidential candi­ 
date, for Michigan supported Wen­ 
dell Wilkie one year and Thomas 
Dewey in another. 
For Teddy Roosevelt 
From 1872 to 1932 the state of 
Michigan consistently cast plural­ 
ities for the Republican presiden­ 
tial candidate, with the exception 
of 1912, when most Michigan vot­ 
ers favored Theodore Roosevelt 
on the Progressive party ticket. 
Since 1932 Michigan gave m ajori­ 
ties to the Democratic candidate 
except in 1940 and 1948. In those 
years the voters in Michigan gave 
a plurality of 6,926 to Wilkie and 
of 88,147 to Dewey. 
Delta County 
gave 
Franklin 
Roosevelt a plurality in 1932 of 
2.997 votes, and in 1935 swelled 
that to 4,427. The third term is­ 
sue probably is responsible for the 
FDR plurality in 
Delta 
County 
shrinking to 2,684 in 1940. In 1944, 
his plurality kl the county was 
down to 2.162 votes. 
Harry Truman received a 1,529- 
vote m argin from 
Delta 
County 
over Dewey in 1948, 
the 
year 
Michigan gave Dewey its elector­ 
al votes. The 1948 Democratic 
plurality in Delta 
County 
was 
about one-third of the 1936 FDR 
plurality here. 
This 
decreasing 
Democratic 
plurality for presidential candi­ 
dates in Delta Count ymay hai'e 
foreshadowed the Eisenhower win 
here in 1952. 
However, 
Delta 
County has, with only a few ex­ 
ceptions, given pluralities to Dem­ 
ocrats running for state and coun­ 
ty office and 
for 
congressional 
seats in this period. 
Demo Vote Prevails 
The 1952 voting, which gave Ike 
the lead in Delta 
County, 
also 
gave the Democratic gubernatori­ 
al candidate a 1,939-vote lead over 
Fred Alger. Delta voters also gave 
pluralities to every Democratic 
candidate for county offices and 
Congressional seats. 
The exceptions since 1932 have 
been- Rene Labre, who won over 
Democrat Frank Baum by 52 votes 
in the county clerk race in 1932, 
and William Ellsworth, state sena­ 
tor candidate who won over Dem­ 
ocrat E. G. Sandin by 5,359 votes 
in 1948. 


If any trend in previous voting ! farm workers. O ther sections of 
in Delta County could presage the 
swing to Ike in 1952, it would be 
the 1950 elections. At that time, 
Republican Charles 
Potter 
re­ 
ceived a 1,123-vote lead over Fred 
Hanscom in Delta County, and 
Mary Constantineau polled 
451 
more votes than her Democratic 
opponent for county clerk. 
Though Republicans may have 
been heartened by this “crack” in 
the Democratic fort, it must be 
remembered that in 1950 Edward 
Gibbs, a Democrat, obtained 1,717 
more votes than 
William 
Ells­ 
worth in the state senator race, 
and Einar Erlandsen, Democratic 
candidate for state legislator, out- 
polled Roy Jensen by 1,372 votes. 
The vote for Eisenhower here 
followed the rest of the nation in 
picking the general on the basis of 
personality and reputation, rather 
than party affiliation, and in seek­ 
ing a change, if voting patterns 
are any indication. 
Big Vote Favors GOP 
Voter turn-out for 1952 was the 
highest since 1940, when 14,833 
ballots were cast for president in 
Delta County. The figure for 1952 
is 14.431. 
Delta County 
voting statistics 
run counter to the Democrats’ be­ 
lief that the greater 
the 
voter 
turnout, the higher the Democratic 
plurality. This belief is based on 
the fact that working groups have 
the poorest voting record, and us­ 
ually vote Democratic. 
In the two years (1940 and 1952) 
when Delta County cast more than 
14,000 ballots, the Republican vote 
increased considerably, and the 
Democratic vote showed a de­ 
crease. The voting totals in Delta 
County for each presidential elec­ 
tion since 1932 follow: 1932, 11,501; 
1936, 18,304; 1940. 
14,833; 
1944, 
12,737; 
i948, 
12,360; 
1952, IV 
431. 
These figures do not necessari­ 
ly mean that throughout the na­ 
tion, a heavy voter turnout would 
not spell victory for Democrats, 
although that certainly was the 
case this year. Delta County has a 
population of over 32,000, and of 
this num ber about 9850 are non-

In balloting for governor during 
presidential election years, Delta 
County voters 
have 
case 
most 
votes for Democratic candidates. 
In 1932 county voters gave Wil­ 
liam Comstock a 2,207 vote lead 
over his Republican opponent, and 
in 1936 Frank M urphy out-polled 
Frank Fitzgerald by 3,692 votes. 
In 1940, the Democratic candi­ 
date, Murray D. Van Wagoner had 
a lead of 3,190 votes 
in 
Delta 
County, but in 1944 Edward Fry’s 
vote outdistanced that of his GOP 
rival, Harry Kelly, by only 569 
votes, in Delta County. 
The three-time winner, Gov. G.

of races) to break the backbone of 
these countries,” he said. 
The committee, which Madden 
hears, has recommended that the 
United Nations be asked to bring

rp H E charge of Secretary General Trygve 
A Lie of the United Nations that the sui­ 
cide of Abraham Feller was caused by the 
strain of defending United 
Nations 
em ­ 
ployes “against indiscriminate smears and 
exaggerated chaiges” will find little ac­ 
ceptance by the American people. 
A Senate subcommittee has 
been 
in­ 
vestigating charges of subversive affilia­ 
tions by some American members of the 
U. N. staff. So has a federal grand jury. 
In the course of the investigation, a su r­ 
prisingly large num ber of American em ­ 
ployes of the U. N. either admitted Com­ 
munist affiliation or refused to testify on 
grounds that their testimony may incrim i­ 
nate them. 
Are these the kind of people that A bra­ 
ham Feller has been defending to the point 
of nervous exhaustion and ultimate sui­ 
cide? 
It is imperative to the welfare and 
se­ 
oul jtv of this country that American em ­ 
ployes of the U. N. be loyal, patriotic citi­ 
zens. As director of the U. N. legal depart­ 
ment, Fellei certainly should have reali­ 
zed the essentiality of weeding out of the 
U. N. any American employes whose loy­ 
alty and patriotism to this country is sub-

^ Jersey Republican, comes one 
of the 
first healthful signs of what it means 
to 
vote in a new regime in Washington. 
He 
proposes a sweeping inquiry into all fed­ 
eral regulatory agencies that 
have 
been 
developed or expanded 
in 
the 
past 
20 
years. 
Thus the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
the 
Federal Communications Commission, the 
Federal Power Commission, the 
Federal 
Trade Commission, the Interstate 
Com­ 
merce 
Commission 
and 
many 
another 
agency may be due for 
a 
few 
vigorous 
swipes from the Republican broom. 
That broom must not be wielded vin­ 
dictively. It must not be a weapon employ­ 
ed to destroy useful 
federal 
operations. 
The agencies that may come under s h u ­ 
ting are most certainly all here to stay. 
But it is entirely fitting—indeed, neces­ 
sary—that their work and their personnel 
be examined closely and put to acid test. 
For 20 vaers they have grown and grown, 
seldom feeling in all that span the correc­ 
tive lash of independent criticism 
effec­ 
tively applied. 
There is no part of 
government 
that 
ought to be free for tod long from the cold 
eye of the 
outside 
appraiser. 
Agencies 
cushioned against such appraisal are likely 
to grow soft and slack, to substitute arbi­ 
trary, even capricious 
decision 
for 
fair 
judgment, to step over the bounds of legal 
authority. 
These agencies—government itself—free 
of real challenge, safe behind the protec­ 
tive wall of uninterrupted power, tend to 
devote more and more time to defending or 
cloaking their errors. In time they operate 
perhaps less in the interest of justice for 
all than in the interest of self-justification. 
Of each element in our vast federal es­ 
tablishment we ought now to ask: 
What functions does it perform? Are all 
of these useful and proper? If some 
are 
not. should they be abandoned or given to 
another agency? How efficiently and eco­ 
nomically does it operate? What im prove­ 
ments may be proposed to increase its ef­ 
fectiveness as a servant of the 
American 
people? Are its judgments fair or biased 
Does it perhaps protect the very segment. 
of U. S. society it was created to regulate? 
If a Republican Congress can conduct a 
calm, searching investigation along 
these 
lines, aimed always at constructive goal* 
it can give an early answer—in one sphere 
at least—to those who charge that the GOP 
is inevitably a wrecking crew. It can dem -

onstrate that efficient 
government 
need i 
not be inhumane government.

Men Whom Jesus Chose

“Ye have not chosen Me.” said Jesus to 
His inner circle of disciples, 
the 
tw'elve 
(John 15:16), “but I have chosen you, and 
ordained you, that ye should go and bung 
forth fruit.” 
Who were those whom Jesus chose ana 
why did He choose them instead of others, 
many of whom apparently became discip­ 
les? Some of these Jesus trained and sent 
seventy of them, two by two, to prepare 
the way “into every city and place, w hith­ 
er He himself would come” (Luke 10:1) 
And just as definitely as Jesus said to 
those of the twelve, “Come, follow Me,” 
choosing them as His close and constant 
companions, He definitely sent others back 
home (Mark 5:18, 19) (Luke 9:57-61). 
Why then did Je us choose the twelve, 
and only tho^e twelve, 
tor 
the 
special 
apostleship? I suppose that one can ali­ 
fe wei that question. But one 
may 
make 
.nine conjecture by putting together vari­ 
ous passages and incidents in the Gospel 
nan ain e and any light thus suggested is 
strengthened by the knowledge 
of 
what 
the twelve, omitting the traitorous Judas, 
ultimately became. 
Apparently Jesus saw in these ultim ate 
Apostles latent powers of leadership, am ­ 
bition, capacity for sacrifice, daring, ad­ 
venturous spirit and solid strength. 
They 
seem to have had the vision of the Mes­ 
sianic kingdom, but it was of an earthly 
kingdom in which they wert to have place 
and power. 
Though their idle ii ne ambition appears 


in that collection, revealing their deepest 
weakness in the passion to be first (M ark 
10.35-45), the solidity and spiritual nature 
of their st length became manifest in the 
way in which they ultimately learned the 
lessons of service and humility that Jesus 
sought so zealously to teach. It brought 
all their ambition and strength into the 
faith, vision, and consecration with which 
they abandoned their materialistic hopes 
and devoted themselves to the 
Kingdom 
“not of this world.” 
That eleven of humble origin, of lowly 
occupation and environm ent without con­ 
spicuous special training, should have be­ 
come great Apostles and world leaders iii 
the founding of the Christian Church, and 
in the fulfilling of the Master’s command 
to make disciples cf all nations (in itself 
an amazing expression of faith and vision), 
is suiely among the great miracles of his­ 
tory. 
For it must not be forgotten that the twelve 
whom Jesus called were young men. I do 
not know how it may be with others but 
I have constantly to be reminding myself 
of that fact. Because of what they became, 
the tendency is to picture the Apostles as 
old men with long whiskers. 
But they were young men ah they tal­ 
lied to Jesus, a young man himself. Chris­ 
tianity began as a youth movement found­ 
ed on the visions and dream s of old men 
like Cimeon (Luke 2:25), “waiting for the 
consolation of Israel ” 
From youth to old age, what inspiration 
in The lives of the tw elve! 


Merry-Go- Round

WASHINGTON—Senator Taft telephon­ 
ed General Eisenhower last week with a 
gentle reminder that he 
would 
like 
to 
make some recommendation* for the cabi­ 
net. 
Taft didn t pies* the m atter or go into 
detail. Nevertheless, he left the implication 
that the 
Morningside Heights 
breakfast 
pledge of Taft patronage in the Eisenhower 
administration had not been forgotten. 
The General promised to consider care­ 
fully any suggestions Taft would like to 
make and also said he was 
anxious 
to 
work closely with Taft on 
a 
legislative 
program. 
Taft also suggested that one of the new 
adm inistration’s first aims should be to 
strengthen the judicial system and trans­ 
fer to the courts some of the power now 
held by commissions. 
If Taft gets the green light from Eisen­ 
hower on this, it will touch off about the 
bitterest legislative battle any recent con­ 
gress has seen. 
For, though Taft didn't spell it out, what 
he has in mind is a plan long discussed by 
representatives of the U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce and the National Association of 
M anufacturers to undercut 
and 
by-pass 
such agencies as the Federal Power Com­ 
mission, Federal Trade Commission, Se­ 
curities and Exchange Commission, Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission, and Federal 
Communications Commission. 
These regulate power 
companies, 
gas- 
transmission lines, natural gas, the stock 
exchange, lair trade and competition, the 
railroads, bus and trucking 
lines, 
radio, 
television telegraph and telephone. Most of 
these are branded as New Deal agencies, 
though all but two—the FCC and SEC— 
were set up long before the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration, and the FCC actually was es- * 
tablished on the foundation 
of 
Herbert 
Hoover’s old federal radio commission. 
TRUMAN CRONY 
For some years, big-business 
lobbyists 
have proposed shifting power from these 
agencies to the courts with the 
idea 
of 
weakening their 
power. 
Actually, 
most 
court dockets are too crowded to handle 
work of this kind: second, federal judges 
are the last ones to relish handling regu­ 
latory questions. 
• 
Already the efficiency of some of these 
commissions has been undermined during 
the Truman administration, especially the 
Feedral Power Commission. Truman 
ap­ 
pointed as its chairman, his old crony, ex- 
Sen. 
Mon Wallgren of Washington State, 
and Wallgren, an ex-jeweler, 
knew 
far 
less about electric power and natural gas 
than he did about poker. 
After W allgren’s friend in 
the 
White 
House had the courage to veto the 
Kerr 
bill permitting a price increase of natural 
gas to northern cities, Wallgren 
turned 
around and reversed the 
President. 
He 
gave Phillips Petroleum what Trum an had 
refused to give. 
Since then Wallgren has been replaced 
by a new’ chairman, 
Thomas 
Buchanan, 
who had the courage to crack down on the 
big gas companies. As a result, friends of 
the big gas and oil companies in the Sen­ 
ate, led by Sen. Lyndon Johnson of Texas, 
blacked his confirmation. He is now serv­ 
ing on an interim appointment and will be 
one of the first conscientious public serv­ 
ants sure to get the ax. 
If Eisenhower, w’ho has 
promised 
to 
keep the 5-percenters out of Washington, 
also watches the 27-percenters, he can do 
a real job for the public. How’ever, it will 
be through the appointment of good men 
to the commissions, 
not 
by 
weakening 
them. 
IKE’!* NOTES 
Eisenhower was swamped 
with 
about 
9.000 letters and telegram* shortly after 
he arrived in Augusta. While touched at 
the tribute, he was also dismayed regard­ 
ing replies. He hadn’t had so much mail 
since this w riter served as the funnel for 
sending Ike 18,000 Christmas Cards last 
December. They were delivered by special 
airplane courier in Paris . . . . in the case 
of the Augusta mail, Ike got Senator Sea­ 
ton of Nebraska to lend his executive as­ 
sistant. Homer Grunther. He is now trying 
to get hn» head above the deluge of mail 
. . . . Mrs. Eisenhower had a terrible fright 
rn Augusta just after the family arrived, 
when Mrs. John Eisenhower and the three 
grandchildren got separated. What 
hap­ 
pened was that Mrs. Ike, Jr., and the three 
children, riding in another car, got cut off 
by a motorcycle escort, and were forced

The most glowing personality of 
the long list of notable women in 
line nineteenth century is the es­ 
timate placed upon Frances Wil­ 
lard by a biographer. She has been

Frances Elizabeth Willard 
was 
born in 1839 and died in 1898. After 
leaching school in New York and 
Illinois, she was chosen President 
of the Ladies’ College, at Evans­ 
ton, and later became Dean of the 
Woman’s College of Northwestern 
University. She resigned in 1874. to 
become President of the 
Chicago 
branch of the Woman’s 
Christian 
Temperance Union, 
and 
Corres­ 
ponding Secretary for the national 
organization. 
She was interested in the entire 
mov ement for the ertianeipation of | 
women. The course of her life was! 
changed by experiences gained in I 
Europe during two years of travel j 
and study, financed by the father; 
o' her most intimate friend 
The 


cost of her tour was six thousand 
dollars, and rarely has an invest­ 
ment produced bigger 
dividends 
for humanity. 
Frances Willard became the most 
powerful 
and* magnetic 
speaker 
produced by the woman’s move­ 
ment. She was the tireless organiz­ 
er of the mightiest women’s organ­ 
ization of the century. She spoke 
in practically every 
city 
of ten 
thousand population in the country, 
and traveled thirty-five thousand 
miles a year, in a day when travel 
was slower, more difficult and less 
comfortable. From 1879 until her 
death, she was elected President 
of the W. C. T. U. each year. 
Her work for 
temperance was 
part of her passion to liberate wo­ 
men. From 1876 she was a fore­ 
most advocate of woman suffrage 
and did more to 
win 
adherents 
among conservative churchwomen 
’hail any other suffragist leader. 
She won the affection and released 
tile energies 
of uncounted 
thou­ 
sands of women 
throughout 
the 
land.

While this boom­ 
ing area's production still is a 
good 25 per cent less than the 
zinc produced by the famed Tri­ 
state area (Kansas, Missouri and 
Oklahoma), 
government 
mining 
men believe someday it will aup- 
plant Tri-State. 
The zinc ore is found near the 
surface, allowing low-cost open- 
pit mining. What ore that is found 
below 
the surface is 
in 
large 
stopes or pockets. A stope may be 
200 to 300 feet wide and as high 
as a three-story building. 
This means miners can work 
one place for days without mov­ 
ing, and refuse can be dumped 
into the cavern and left. The ore 
is found in rock so hard that lit­ 
tle expensive timbering is needed. 
This district isn’t new. Between 
1900 and 1910 attempts to produce 
lead failed. 
In 1914, government 
experts said it would take from 
30 to 40 tons of ore to produce one 
ton of concentrate. It had its ups 
and downs during World War I. 
However, 
metal 
shortages 
in 
World War II led the U.S. Bureau 
of Mines back to the area for new 
surveys. This time diamond drill­ 
ing equipment was used. This un­ 
earthed the big discoveries. But it 
took 1.250,000 feet of drilling, from 
1943 to 1945. The Korean 
war 
gave the area its big start.

RUFFLY AND DEMAND—Without

In these days when our chemists build 
up the names of chemical compounds

erable length. Some folks have the hobby 
of collecting such things, however, so we’M 
review the longest words in the language 
this once. 
Chemical dictionaries will reveal such

paraoxymetamethoxyally- 
benzene 
and 
tetrahydroparamethyloxy- 
quinoline. and chemical journals carry even 
more startling terms, some even with fig­ 
ures interspersed here and there. But thee# 
are, in reality, chemical formulas, rather 
than words. 
The word most frequently cited as th# 
longest in English literature is 
honorifi- 
cabiliUidinity, a word of 22 letters. This is 
to be found in Shakespeare’s “Love s Lab­ 
ors Lost,” act V, scene I, line 44. And at

that 
Shakespeare 
coined that, an English clergyman gave us 
inclrcumsci i primeness, 
of 
equal 
lengih. 
This has, at lea-U, some meaning, 
w'hich 
Shakespeare’s did not. 
William Gladstone, the statesman, came 
out with disestablishmentarianism, besting 
Shakespeare by two letters, to signify be­ 
lief in an act that was aimed at the dises­ 
tablishment of the Church of Ireland. But 
a Dr. Benson then added four to Gladstone s 
record with antidisestablishmentarianism. 
I have not gone into the subject

enough to know whether a later record has 
been established.

The giblets (gizzard, heart and 
liver)—The neck is usually in­ 
cluded with the giblets—in cook­ 
ing and in the use of the meat. 
The cooked m eat—diced, chopped 
or ground—and the broth are add­ 
ed to the gravy or the stuffing, or 
used in other “m ade” dishes. To 
prepare the giblets and neck, cook 
in seasoned w ater until gizzard is 
fork tender, 2Vz to 3 hours. 
Re­ 
frigerate unless used immediately. 
Fluffy Giblet Stuffing 
(Yield: Stuffing tor a 14-pound 
ready-to-cook turkey) 
One and one-half pounds white 
bread, 2 to 4 days old—to be grat­ 
ed, torn or cut into Vfe-ineh dice; 
cooked giblets, 
finely 
chopped 
or ground; y* cup finely chopped 
onion, % teaspoon pepper, I tea­ 
spoon poultry seasoning, ltfe tea­ 
spoon salt, Vt pound butter or 
margarine—to be cut into Vi-inch 
dice, about Vz cup broth or milk. 
Prepare bread according to fa­ 
vorite method and drop into large 
bowl. Add giblets, onion and sea­ 
sonings. Toss to blend thoroughly. 


Add 
the diced butter. 
Drizzle 
enough broth or milk over stuffing 
—tossing the mixture

evenly. Stuffing should be “dam p” 
not wet. 
If necessary, add more 
seasoning to taste.

VIENNA (ZP)—Busy earthworms 
recently led to the discovery of 
the rem nants of an old Roman 
home near Petronell, an Austrian 
village on the highway to Buda­ 
pest, 15 miles east of Vienna.

Argentina Slaps 
Little Uruguay

Behind Argentina’s present loud 
quarrel with Uruguay 
lies 
the 
story of Dictator 
Peron’s 
most 
ignominous defeat in his m any 
attem pts to meddle with Latin- 
American countries. 
A few months ago, w orkers of 
ANCAP, a Uruguayan government 
agency which 
controls 
alcohol, 
tobacco, etc., went on strike for 
a 30 per cent wage boost. 
Be­ 
hind the strike was the labor at­ 
tache of the Argentine embassy. 
ANCAP workers wanted a 12 per 
cent raise, but the A rgentine at­ 
tache pointed out that w orkers in 
Peron’s state trading 
monopoly 
had just won a 35 per cent pay 
hike and urged them to follow 
su it 
From the moment the U rugua­ 
yan 
w alkout 
began, 
A rgentine 
“diplom ats” behaved as if it were 
their own strike. 
Strategy m eet­ 
ings of the strike committee were 
even held at the Argentine em­ 
bassy. 
Handbills, new spaper ads, 
and radio time were paid for from 
Buenos Aires. 
M eanwhile the Uruguayan gov­ 
ernm ent gave the overzealous A r­ 
gentines all the rope they needed 
to hang themselves. 
This event­ 
ually happened. 
Argentina 
be­ 
came so flagrant and aggressive 
that most of the strikers resented 
i t 
At this point the 
Uruguayan 
government played its two trum p 
cards. 
The Argentine labor at­ 
tache was declared persona non 
grata, and the ANCAP workers 
w ert given their choice of getting 
back on the job within 48 hours 
at a flat IO per cent rise, or be­ 
ing fired. 
The double 
strategy 
worked. 
The strikers gladly went back to 
work, openly blaming Argentina 
for the delayed settlement. 
A r­ 
gentine prestige in Uruguay took 
a terrific nose dive—and the one 
truly Democratic regime left in 
all South America was strength­ 
ened. 
Peron Flares Back 
But the glib gaucho is not one 
to take such a humiliating 
set­ 
back lightly. 
He had been bold­ 
ly confident that his bully-boys 
could muscle in on the U ruguayan 
labor 
movement 
through 
the 
ANCAP strike, and soon dominate 
all Uruguayan labor. 
So he took revenge on a handy 
scapegoat at home. 
Jose Espejo, 
secretary - general of the cap­ 
tive Argentine Unions’ 
Federa­ 
tion, was unceremoniously fired 
for his failure to “m anipulate” the 
Uruguayan situation. 
(Actually 
he had nothing to do with it.) 
Then, a few days ago, came the 
chance Peron long had wanted to 
hit directly at the little republic 
across the Plata River. 
The Falkland Islands 
are 
a 
barren archipelago in the South 
Atlantic, occupied and adm inist­ 
ered b# Great Britain for the past 
131 years. 
However, 
Argentina 
has persistently claimed jurisdic­ 
tion over them. 
A few Uruguayans live in the 
Falkland?-—called 
the 
Malvinas 
by the Buenos Aires government, 
which will not accept mail car­

British Falkland 
Islands 
stamps. 
So, for the past

years, Uruguay has maintained s 
vice-consulate at 
Port 
Stanley, 
the archipelago’s

Argentina never made any 
complaint . 
Hate Campaign 
But suddenly, after 
Uruguay 
and England signed a new sea- 
and-air navigation 
treaty 
con­ 
firming the status of the 
Uru­ 
guayan vice-consul, Peron turned 
all hi* hounds loose. 
An unpre­ 
cedented 
hate campaign against 
Uruguay sprang forth in the en­ 
tire Argentine-controlled press. 
Uruguay was charged with 
a 
“grossly 
unfriendly 
act” 
that 
“ignored our 
sacred 
rights 
of 
sovereignty 
every anti-col­ 
onial resolution adopted by the 
Pan-Arnercian fraternity 
during 
’he past quarter century.** 
Travel to Uruguay was sharp­ 
ly restricted—just as the South 
American 
summer 
approaches. 
Thus the tourist season that nor­ 
mally brings substantial spend­ 
ing by thousands 
of 
Argentine 
W Hors was curtailed. 
Then came an order prohibit­

BERLIN W — Propaganda boss 
G erhart 
Eisler 
has 
more 
than 
15,000 personal spies in the Soviet 
zone of Germany, but the Russians 
contend that still is too few. 
The spies are known as “Peo­ 
ple’s 
Correspondents” 
and 
they 
exist in every tiny village, county, 
city and state. To call them news­ 
paper reporters would be a traves­ 
ty but that is precisely what they 
pretend to be. 
The Volks Correspondents were 
established several years ago to 
be the eyes and ears of Eisler’s 
Office for Information. The Com­ 
munist rulers ordered the East 
zone press to add such “ corres­ 
pondents” 
to their 
staffs, 
with 
full credentials. Their reports do 
not go into the press; they go to 
East Berlin for Eisler’s staff to 
sort. 
Praised By Russia 
As “ p r o g r e s s i v e ” corres­ 
pondents, the young Reds are told 
it is thteir duty in plant, mill, mine, 
on the streets, in the theaters and 
on the trains to report what people 
are saying and perhaps even think­ 
ing. Many a midnight visit 
from 
the dread security police cannot 
be explained any other way. 
Eisler’s office never would ad­ 
mit how many of these snoopers 
are running

and down the 
Soviet 
zone. 
But 
the 
Russians 
casually did recently. The Red 
Army newspaper Taegliche Rund­ 
schau apparently felt called upon 
to put some kind of a blessing on 
on the Volks Correspondents. 
After praising the movement as 
a direct outgrowth of Lenin-Stalin 
teachings, the Russians said in a 
front page article that there were 
already more than 15,000 People’s 
Correspondents from the Elbe to 
the Oder. 
No Choice for Editors 
But. Rundschau complained, this 
is not enough.

Dewey’s availability 
is more than gratifying to me.” 
Way Left Open 
Eisenhower aides said they feel 
sure the President-elect will cad 
on the 
governor 
for 
important 
emergency assignments. And they 
noted that Eisehhower’s statement 
left the way 
open for 
naming 
Dewey to the cabinet when he has 
served the remaining two years of 
his term as governor. 
The Eisenhower statem ent also 
indicated that Dewey—the 
GOH 
presidential nominee in 1944 
and 
1948—may believe it would be 
a 
mistake for him to take a cabinet 
assignment at a tim e when Eisen­ 
hower is faced with the job 
of 
trying to assure harmony in the 
new administration. 
Some friends of Sen. Robert A. 
Taft, for example, have made no 
secret of a dislike for Dewey. The. 
New York governor was a leader 
oi Eisenhower backers who helped 
the presidential nomination for the 
general in a bitter race against 
Taft. 
Nothing To Say 
Dewey himself had little to say 
after the conference with Eisen­ 
hower. Before the meeting he had 
declared there was no possibility 
of taking a cabinet post. 
Afterward, he said he had not 
changed his mind — and that he 
would not elaborate on the 
gen­ 
eral’s statement. 
The conference was called. Ei­ 
senhower aides said 
in advance, 
fox a discussion on the general’s 
forthcoming trip to Korea—a trip 
he will make in an effort to find 
a way to end the war there—and 
other policy m atters. 
Eisenhower said nothing about

SEOUL (ZP) — I have 
just 
re­ 
turned from the 
sce .e 
of 
the 
worst plane crash since the Ko­ 
rean War began. 
Forty-four servicemen, return­ 
ing 
from 
rest 
and 
recreation 
leave in Japan to the battlefront, 
were killed when a C-119 flying 
boxcar crashed into a mountain­ 
side yesterday. 
Presents Scattered 
Some tried in vain to bail out 
just before the crash. I saw the 
bodies of four men whose para­ 
chutes had opened, but no one 
could say for sure whether they 
had cleared the plane before the 
crash. 
The wreckage was in two sec­ 
tions, about IOO yards apart. Per­ 
sonal effects, including 
pictures 
of loved ones and Christmas pres­ 
ents 
bought 
in 
Japan, 
were 
strewn on the hillside. 
It was a pitiful 
sight. 
As 
I 
walked through the wreckage, I 
found many Christmas 
presents 
that the fellows had bought while 
on leave in Japan. There were 
many gifts for women and chil­ 
dren. One of them was a little 
pair 
of 
pink 
pajamas 
for 
a 
child. 
No Suffering 
Most of the bodies were horri­ 
bly 
mangled 
or 
charred. 
The 
plane crashed in a draw at th# 
junction of two ridges, near 
the 
crest line. 
The only conclusion was that 
there could have been no suffer­ 
ing. Death was swift. 
The terrain was impossible. It 
was hard climbing, most of it 
straight up, to reach the wreck­ 
age. 
It took two and a half hours 
to reach the top. 
The terrain was so rugged that 
helicopters could not land. Search 
parties were preparing to evacu­ 
ate the dead by stretchers. 


Kaiser Airplane 


Charges Denied 


WASHINGTON M —'The Kaiser- 
Frazer Corp. denies accusations by 
Sen. Bridges (R-NH) 
that its air­ 
craft operation at Willow 
Run, 
iViich., was inefficient and that Hie 
Air Force was paying too much for 
Kaiser-built planes. 
In an open letter to 
Bridges 
President Edgar F. Kaiser of the 
corporation said yesterday 
the 
company “is ready and willing to 
submit any and all facts with re­ 
gard to our production perform­ 
ance on the defense program .” 
Bridges had suggested a Senate 
investigation into what he said was 
an Air Force contract to pay K-F 
$1,200,000 to build each of 159 cargo 
planes like those he said another 
firm had built for $260,000 each. 
Kaiser accused Bridges of mak­ 
ing a “comparison of costs that are 
not in any respect comparable.” 
Kaiser said he believes it “imper­ 
ative” that the “correct facts” be 
presented before Congress.

The commission produced two

of a town in Siberia as to 
the 
discovery of America by Chris­ 
topher Columbus. 
The excerpts included a quote 
from a Persian named Masdak 
whom the High Commission said 
it could not find mentioned in any 
stand ard reference book—as say­ 
ing in 476 a.d.: 
“Private property is the root of 
hatred and strife between men. 
“Private property is the cause 
of all evil and bad. 
“Communism is applied religion 
. . . All class differences must be 
abolished.”
